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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The after final amendment filed on 1/04/08 in response to the Final Action dated 10/04/08 has been fully 
considered. However, the proposed modified limitation in claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 "...control signals by two bits, ..." has changed the scope 
of these claims. Prior to the proposed modification of the limitation of these claims, the control signals were coded by at least two bits 
and any prior art teaching a control signal with two or more bits will read on the limitation. Yang, as the Applicant agrees in the Remarks, 
adequately addresed the original limitation in these claims. Limiting the control signals coding to strictly two bits changes the scope of 
these claims and will require further consideration and search.
